fined a frosted orange by Regulation 3 of their circular 
letter of January 24th, which reads as follows: 


" 'Marked evidence of frost injury' in any orange 


is hereby defined as a drying in 20 per cent or more 
of the exposed pulp asshown on a transverse section 
thru the center; or a water-soaked appearance 
showing on two or more segments, or the presence

Inspection for frost injury as defined by Begiilatibn 3 is made fry men in 


the employ of the Horticultural Commissioner of each county, who examine 
100 oranges in the bins of the packing: house for each car shipped. If inspec- 
tion shows that not over 15 per cent of these 100 oranges is affected as specified 
by Regulation 3, then a certificate to that effect will be issued by the State 
Inspection Service and recognized by the buyer of the fruit. 


We believe from past experience that there will be a rapid deterioration 


of all navel oranges subjeeted to severe temperatures; that there is now a good 
percentage of the fruit which will pass the State regulations and give complete 
satisfaction to the ultimate consumer; that such fruit can now be successfully 
marketed. The American Fruit Growers believes that the immediate picking 
and shipping of fruit passing the State regulations, with the exception of that 
known to be entirely free from frost, is the practical and profitable course 
for the grower to pursue. 


Our field force, cooperating with the Horticultural Inspectors, will make 


a test of fruit in your orchard at your request, picking 100 oranges for each 
ten acres, as nearly as possible representative of the condition of the inside 
and outside fruit.' They will apply the State test, and will pick and ship 
immediately such fruit as in the combined judgment of the grower and our 
field force will pass the State test after delivery to the packing house.

Financial Cooperation 


Iu announcing that all legitimate demands made by ranchers 


in this valley would be met with satisfactorily by the banks, the 
bankers who conduct these institutions in the heart of the citrus 
district have made a wise and progressive choice. 


The loss of a crop, or its partial loss, is not so serious as the 


question that immediately confronts, which is that of keeping 
the groves up to the standard of bearing that will make them 
profitable in the coming year. If a rancher must quit fertilizing 
because he lost his crop, then the tree will quit producing other 
crops that would show a profit and put the rancher back iii the 
prosperity class again. If the rancher finds it impossible or ex- 
tremely difficult to finance for fumigation, cultivation, pruning, 
water and general care, he may choose perforce to quit the busi- 
ness, and there is one more ranch on the market in a poor condi- 
tion and at a sacrifice. 


No farming community has ever become self-sustaining and 


prosperous where the land is allowed to take care of itself fol- 
lowing a crop failure. 
It comes with peculiar fitness to say 


that there is no farming community in the world so in need of 
financing after a crop injury as this one in the Covina valley, 
where the groves must be maintained at a high state of effi- 
ciency to show a profit. 


General farming recovers from crop failures the next year 


without such a large outlay as is the case in orchard industries. 
The citrus grove must be maintained in every way just the same 
following a cold-weather damage as before the damage. It de- 
mands all the care that it got before, and a few added expenses 
made necessary by the shock of frost. It is gratifying and re- 
lieving to know that financial institutions in the. valley are in 
the mind to carry the responsible rancher through this period. 


It is true that every rancher should have something in the 


way of a crop-failure sinking fund. Experts in the industry 
have advocated it for many years. Banks have attempted to 
get ranchers to lay aside a certain per cent of the earnings of 
their groves, to go into a savings account for the express pur- 
pose of taking care of the year following a crop failure or par- 
tial failure. 
Some ranchers do this. All business houses are 


obliged to carry such a sinking fund as well as a deterioration 
fund. But few ranchers have come to the point where they

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"With this condition 


be financed for those legitimate expenditures which mean the 
setting of a crop for next year. And the Argus has been assured 
that the banks are in a position to take care of these needs. 


Of course the rancher who is always a poor risk cannot ex- 


pect to be financed as easily as the man who has proved himself 
to be a careful and responsible orchardist. The man who before 
the frost came was persona non grata at the bank cannot hope 
to have this condition improved after the crop injury has been 
experienced. But the man of probity, of industry and with a 
reputation as a good orchardist, should, and will receive the 
financial aid he deserves. And this will aid the entire industry 
and the communities to tide over a difficult season.

Therefore, it is puzzling to note the propaganda of the United 


States chamber of commerce, which first condemned the adjust- 
ed compensation bill, and afterwards decided to send out a 
questionnaire to all individual chambers, asking for opinion on 
adjusted compensation. The so-called parent body of chambers 
in'Washington chose at first to designate the adjusted compen- 
sation bill as "the cash bonus bill."

ready received theirs, it is not a fact that adjusted compensation 
is necessarily a cash bonus. The adjusted compensation bill 
now before congress will, if passed, give ex-service men the 
choice of several things, such as the acceptance of government 
land, homes, education in multitudinous branches of learning, 
and 'many other propositions much more alluring and worth 
while to most service men than merely a cash bonus. If, under 
the bill, the service man elects to take a cash bonus, he will 
receive less value than is offered him in any of the other branches 
of this five-fold measure. 


Tin; ex-service men of this country have this consideration 


coming to them. The luckiest among them lost a year or two 
years of the best part of their lives, so far as material gain is 
concerned. They were at the front and in mobilization camps 
when the hugest fortunes in this country's history were being 
made, not by all by any means, but by many of- the financiers 
and business men of this country. 
The material sharing of tins 


fortune with service men is long overdue. It is time to recog- 
nize that at least, in a small way, the debt be paid to these men 
who stood between this country and its destruction. 


Every dollar that is paid in cash bonus will go into circulation 


iii this country. Every man who is given an education will be 
an invaluable asset in the days to come. Every man put 011 
new land will add to the wealth of the country, and every man 
who acquires a home over his head will add to the tremendous 
fund of patriotism without which this country cannot be main- 
tained for any length of time.

FARM ADVISOR TELLS HOW TO 


TREAT FROZEN CITRUS TREES 


Following the receipt of many in- 


queries made by growers as to tho best 
methods for the treatment of trees in- 
jured by the recent freeze, Kobert W. 
Hodgson, county farm advisor, has giv- 
en out the following statement: 


By KOBERT W. HODGSON, 


Farm Advisor Los Angeles County. 
It is already apparent that the recent 


freeze luis occasioned serious injury to 
citrus orchards in many districts. Cit- 
rus growers arc, therefore, greatly con- 
cerned at the present time as to the 
proper treatment of injured trees, and 
particularly for 
the younger 
trees, 


where the injury has been most severe. 
Following the big freeze of 101.'!, the 
citrus experiment station made a care- 
ful survey of the methods of treatment, 
together with the results secured, a sum- 
mary of which will prove of value to 
growers at the present time. 


TREATING OLDER TREES. 


It is yet too early to ascertain the 


damage done to the older trees. This 
will not be apparent for a month or 
six weeks at least. Consequently it is 
not recommended that bearing trees be 
pruned at the present time. Experiences 
following the 1913 freeze showed that 
the extent of injury was not revealed 
in some cases for three or four months 
following 
the 
freeze. Growers 
are. 


therefore, advised to delay pruning in- 
jured wood for four or five months. 


Observations made on injured trees 


pruned in various ways showed that the 
unpruued trees were in practically every 
case better off at the end of the first 
season than trees which had been prun- 
ed. In most districts the soil is at the 
present time amply supplied with mois- 
ture. If rains do not occur within the 
next month or six weeks it may be 
advisable to irrigate. The soil should 
not be allowed to become dry, and grow- 
ers are advised to watch the soil mois- 
ture conditions and to irrigate in case 
this becomes necessary before further 


ing and decay. Narrow strips of cloth 
may be substituted for cord, but the 
important matter is to pull the bark 
in tightly against, the trunk of the tree. 


REMOVE DEAD BARK. 


Within two or three months the wrnp- 


)ing should be removed, at which time 
he dead bark should be thoroughly 
cleaned away and the surface wounds 
routed cither with bordeaux paste or 
with corrosive sublimate. 1 to 1000. 
'.ater in the season the wounds should 
jo covered over with asphaltum paint 
r some other good wound covering. 
It is important that the binding be 


done immediately if beneficial results 
ire to be secured. 


This treatment cannot be guaranteed 


o give results, but is the only method 
which can be recommended as calculat- 
•d to benefit the trees. Where the bark 
las not been killed this treatment will 


The use of chemical fertilizers, par- 


ticularly quickly available nitrogen, 
such as ammonium sulphate and ni- 
trate of soda, is not recommended for 
frost-injured trees. On the other hand, 
growers are advised to continue the 
application of organic materials, such 
us barnyard manure, bean straw, al- 
falfa hay and other materials of this 
sort.

tained at the present time, no treatment 
will prove beneficial. The recommenda- 
tion, however, is to immediately bind all 
trees showing signs of splitting. This 
should be done within the next forty- 
eight hours or not at all. 


Where the bark has been entirely 


killed in most cases it will still be pos- 
sible to rehabilitate the trees, either by 
permitting the growth of sprouts and 
inarching these above the point of in- 
jury, or by rebudding new- sprouts and 
forming entirely new heads to the trees. 


It is impossible at the present time 


to tell the extent of the injury to the 
top growth of young trees, hence prun- 
ing should be delayed as in the case of 
older trees. Where growers are certain 
of the existence of plow sole, or other 
impervious conditions in the orchard, 
subsoiling at this time is recommended 
as it cannot occasion serious injury and 
in many cases will have the effect of 
somewhat restoring the disturbances in 
the equilibrium between top and root 
system.

There appeared in the Los Angeles 


Times some time last week an article 
by Farm Advisor Hodgson in which or- 
ange growers were advised not to \ise 
highly concentrated fertilizers on frost- 
ed groves this spring, but instead to use 
limn bean straw, alfalfa straw and barn- 
yard manure. It is difficult for us to 
understand such advice given' by Mr. 
Hodgson, especinlly in view of the fact, 
that' practical experience among our 
most successful orange growers has been 
quite to the contrary. 
To advise one 


to buy lima bean straw and alfalfa 
straw , at present is an obsurdity, be- 
cause neither one of them can be bought 
at any price. There is none in the mar- 
ket now, nor has there been any ob- 
tainable for several months. 
Barnyard 


manure, at present, is water soaked 
from one end of the country to the 
other, and is the most expensive fertil- 
izer from the standpoint of unit value 
that can be bought at this time. These 
materials, while all of the very best, 
are certainly out of the question at 
present. Two of them cannot be bought 
at.all and the third is out of all sense 
and reason in price. 
No orange grow- 


er can afford to buy at present prices 
and haul to his grove manure that car- 
ries from 50 to 75 per cent of moisture. 


Mr. Hodgson's statement here recent- 


ly in which he said the leaf system of a 
frozen orange tree, and the root system 
were thrown out of balance; and that 
the application of concentrated fertil- 
izers would only tend to throw them 
even more out of balance, seems to us 
to be highly theroretical, but not neces- 
sarily very practical. 
We should not 


forget that the frosted orange tree has 
three very distinct jobs to perform 
this spring; while ordinary it has on- 
ly one. 
It is not only called on to set 


and produce a crop of fruit but it must 
also brace itself up and recover from 
this sudden shock it has'received; and 
in addition, to that, must produce an 
iilmost 
entirely new crop of leaves. 


The grower was going to fertilize this 
tree with some high grade material 
this spring to help it to set and produce 
a crop. Xow when the tree has three 
times as much to do, he is told to starve 
it to death. He is advised to give it 
straws or manures, none 
of which the 


tree can possibly get until fall or win- 
er. 
In other words, having received 


no very severe shock the tree .should be 
locked again, all during the summer, 
n d then be expected to produce bounti- 
ully.

It has also been stated that by plac- 


ng the concentrated nitrogenous fer- 
ilizer in the ground at this time the 
rrosted tree will get more nitrogen than 
is good for it; and that its whole state 
of health will be hereby thrown even 
farther out of balance than it is at pre- 
sent. This we can hardly believe either. 
In the line of practical experience, we 
know and have conclusively proven by 
actual practice, that an orange tree will 
only take up from the soil what nitro- 
gen it actually needs, regardless of how 
much available nitrogen there may be in 
the soil immediately surrounding it. 
In this respect the orange tree, if it 
could be personified, seems to have more 
sense than the human. It will not gorge. 


In, conclusion we are of the opinion 


that the best fanning practice in or- 
ange culture is to keep the fertility 
level high in the grove at all times, 
both from the standpoint of quantity

When 
cold waves have come unexpectedly, the 
rancher's spirits go down with the ther- 
mometer, so to speak. 
But he has a 


resiliency that is lacking in the older 
countries, where the beatings of adver- 
sity have through the centuries tqken 
from the people the ability to "come 
back" quickly. 


There is no country in the world, I 


believe, where the spirit is lower and 
higher in quick successipn than in this 
now land, where hopes are builded high 
and where the climate is so conducive 
to high hopes, but with sudden "acts 
of God" in the weather that penalize 
the people at times and set a severe 
strain upon optimism. 


In this land wo live and think ac- 


cording to the weather. That, is also 
true all over the world, but not so 
sharply evident anywhere as here. We 
are full' of optimism and good cheer 
when the sun shines, or when the fine 
rains sweep the valleys that we know 
are so necessary to the prosperity of 
the country. 
When we are uncertain 


as to what the weather is to do to our 
projects, and cannot look a few days 
into the future to determine what shall 


a few days or a few hours of indecisive

But we have wonderful resiliency. 


"Hope springs eternal in the human 
breast, •'' the .poet has saidr and nowhere 
is this truer than right here in the won- 
derful San Gabriel valley, where we 
have kept alive this eternal hope, and 
have builded a great industry out of the 
barren desert. We are resilient. Our 
days of optimism are long and many,

And we know that cheerful courage, 


and a resolute spirit, in the hour of un- 
usual trial, bring a harvest of results 
that no amount of despondency and out- 
spoken gloom can ever hope to achieve. 


And, beside, the hopeful fighter feels 


better than his comrade who refuses to 
see any good thing in the apparent dis- 
comfiture of the moment, and if there is 
any good to come out of the struggle, 
he gets it. And good comes out of 
every such struggle. We advance only 
upon the foundation of our failures and 
our resolution.

Probably the most

Covina valley has ever possessed was 
little known to the many. Alfred Dolgc, 
who lived here for nearly ten years, 
and who was known throughout the 
world, was in the afternoon of his life 
when he worked on his ranch and lived 
in a residence on West Badillo street. 


Something of his life was set forth 


in the Argus in a recent issue, but Dr. 
Harry E. Brooks, editor of "Care of 
the Body," in the "Times," a person- 
al friend, has written of him in a mas- 
terly way, as follows: 


Alfred Dolge died in Milan, on Jan- 


uary 5, while he and his wife were on a 
tour of Italy. His had been an activ.e 
and eventful life. Dolgc was born in 
Saxony, in 1848, at a time when his 
father, acting with Carl Schurz, Lieb- 
knecht tho elder, and others were impli- 
cated in the revolution against the Ger- 
man government. Dolge's father was 
condemned to death, and kept chained 
for a long time in a dungeon. Finally 
he was pardoned. Meantime, his 'wife 
started a small business to keep her 
young children from starvation. 


Alfred Dolge came to New York' as a 


boy in 1866, and worked for two'years 
at a bench, in a piano factory. Subse- 
quently he founded Dolgeville, in New 
York State, where he put into effect 
a system of wprkingmen's insurance, 
profit sharing and other measures for 
the walfare of his employees, that at- 
tracted 
world-wide attention. 
The 


German government corresponded with 
him, and based its workingmen's insur- 
ance on his system. 


About twenty-five years ago' Dolge 


came to Southern California and estab- 
lished a felt factory at Dolgeville, near 


,os Angeles, now 
West 
Alhambra. 


Meeting with financial reverses, he took 
ip the job of selling pianos, covering 
he entire Pacific Coast and Rocky 
Mountain region, on a six month's trip 
>ach year, for five years. 
Some job, 


'or a man of 70 years of age. In this 
vay he was enable to insure the modest 
inancial future of '.himself and his 
vifo, and about a year ago they went 
ver to visit their native land, Saxony.
